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PILSKI, SCHWAN AND WEIDENFELD RE-ELECTED

Election Capsule 

The new council will be com¬ 
posed of three incumbents —- 
Richard Pilski, Gil Weidenfeld, 
and Charles Schwan — and two 
newcomers, Thomas White and 
Richard Castaldi. Pilski will be 
serving his fifth term, Weiden¬ 
feld and Schwan their second. 
The defeat of incumbent Eliza¬ 
beth Maffay leaves the council 
without a woman member for 
the first time since 1909. 


Weyel and Nelson Chosen 
For GHI Board Vacancies

It was all “peaches and cream” at the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
Board of Directors meeting, Thursday evening, September 13, 
with the board unanimously zipping through virtually every mat¬ 
ter before it. They almost set a record for brevity. Only Thomas 
White was absent, being present at the candidates night (for city 
council). The chief items covered were the election of two board 
members, committee appointments, resale policies, and heating 
problems. 


Robert Nelson, member of the 
audit committee, and Norman We¬ 
yel, former board member, were 
near unanimous choices to fill the 
two vacancies on the board of di¬ 
rectors. Out of a possible six votes, 
Nelson received six and Weyel five. 
Donald Volk and Hugh O’Donnell 
summed up the expressions of the 
board by stating that the "quality 
of the board had been upgraded” 
with the selection of these two new 
members. President James Smith 
appointed Weyel to serve on the 
Planning, Engineering and Main¬ 
tenance Committee, and Nelson to 
serve on the Finance Committee. 
Both were appointed to the Member 
Relations Committee. 

Money Shortage 

A great deal of discussion cent¬ 
ered on difficulties in the resale of 
GHI homes arising from the pre¬ 
sent shortage of mortgage money. 
Manager Roy Breashears particu¬ 
larly cited the increase in requests 
from members for subleasing priv¬ 
ileges, even though many of the 
seller-members are planning to live 
in the metropolitan area. Under 
present policy the manager has on¬ 
ly been permitting sub-leasing— 
Up to four years, but monitored 
yearly on a stringent basis—if the 
member’s job requires living outside 
of the metropolitan area, or locally, 
only if the job requires living at the 
place of work (usually the mili¬ 
tary). It was apparent that the 
board was concerned that, in any 
servicing or assignment agree¬ 
ments drawn up by the GHI at¬ 
torney, both the individual and 
corporate interest be protected. 

Dr. T. C. Byerly was especially 
concerned that options to purch¬ 
ase might, of themselves, become 
instruments for speculation in a 
rapidly inflating housing market, 
unless GHI itself attaches a prior 
claim on the option. The board fin¬ 
ally decided to advise all members 
of the present difficulties with re¬ 
gard to financing and to remind 
them of options open under pres¬ 
ent policies: 1) members may sub¬ 
lease to a purchaser with an option 
to buy — this option being non- 
transferable except to GHI; 2) 
members be encouraged to take 
back assignments until financing 
becomes available; and 3) under 
extreme conditions, and only on an 
individual basis, the manager can 
permit sub-leasing by a member 
who plans to continue living in the 
area. 

Fuel Shortage 

Inflation and the energy crisis 
continued to rock the board. Smith 
read a letter he had received from 
Suburban Trust stating they had 
increased their prime lending rate 
to 93i% which means that they 
would now be charging GHI an in¬ 
terest rate of 10U%. 

Shortly before this, Breashears 
expressed his concern about being 
unable to make accurate projections 
of fuel oil costs due to the rapid in¬ 
creases, and, worse, could not even 
guarantee that the corporation 
would be supplied adequate quanti¬ 
ties of fuel oil. The present sup¬ 
plier could make no commitments 


for #2 oil except on a month-to- 
raonth basis, although he was able 
to secure a commitment for 1,200- 
000 gallons of #4 oil. In view of 
this, he stated, he was forced to im¬ 
mediately convert the heating 
plants for the use of the #4 oil. 
Heads have been changed on four 
burners to permit this capacity. 

In addition, the board authorized 
the manager to make expenditures, 
up to $6,750, to purchase turbula- 
tors and electronic burn adjust¬ 
ment equipment, which will help to 
maintain the fine burning adjust¬ 
ments necesary to economize on 
fuel and also meet the state en¬ 
vironmental requirements. 

Other Economies 

In other efforts to affect econo¬ 
mies, the board, on first readings, 
voted to authorize the manager to 
contract with W. Norman Meyer and 
Associates up to $600 for planning 
and cost specifications for convert¬ 
ing the 12 Ridge Road heating 
plant from steam to hot water, and 
up to $500 for development of speci¬ 
fications for modifications of heat¬ 
ing regulators in the brick homes. 

The meeting ended with board 
members comments, all of which 
were complimentary of other board 
members or of the evening’s meet¬ 
ing, and a great deal of casual talk 
after the meeting—almost as if the 
board didn’t know' what to do with 
haring wound up a meeting before 
10 p,m.

City Recycling Results 

In the first twenty weeks of oper¬ 
ation under the city of Greenbelt’s 
new refuse collection system in 
which newspapers are required to 
be separated from other trash and 
are collected and sold for recycl¬ 
ing, over 260 tons of newspapers 
have been recycled. This averages 
over 13 tons a week as compared to 
7% tons a week collected under the 
previous voluntary program. At 
this rate of collection over one and 
one-half acres of newspapers one 
foot deep will be recycled and not 
buried in the landfill during the 
first year of operation. The news 
papers recycled constitute more 
than 20% of the household trash 
collected from refuse containers. 

The city has been selling the 
newspapers for $6 a ton. However, 
the city was recently advised that 
the price paid will be increased to 
$8 a ton and will probably go high¬ 
er. So far the income from the sale 
of papers has amounted to about 15c 
a month per dwelling unit This in¬ 
come has helped to offset rising 
salary, landfill and other costs of 
operation. A longer term cost sav¬ 
ings will result from the fact that 
the useful life of the present land¬ 
fill used by the city will be extend¬ 
ed. The use of another landfill will 
result in substantially increased 
costs. 

Under the new collection service 
begun in April, Greenbelt residents 
subscribing to the refuse collection 
service receive two collections of 
household trash, except newspapers, 
a week instead of three collections. 
On the third collection day of the 
former service schedule, the city 
now collects newspapers. News¬ 
papers must be placed in a paper 
bag or container placed next to the 
regular trash container located at 
the rear or service door. If news¬ 
papers are placed in a separate 
refuse can the can must be clearly 
identified as containing papers 

The new service has not been 
problem free It was instituted at a 
time when the collection crew was 
short of men and the city has had 
continuing problems in keeping a 
full crew. This has resulted in some 
customers being missed from time 
to time. It is believed that custom¬ 
ers are more apt to complain of 
being missed under the new pro¬ 
gram as missed garbage must be 
kept for a longer time and storage 
problems are greater. 

Efforts are being made to reduce 
the complaints. Payrolls for collec¬ 
tors were increased substantially 
on July I. Consideration is now be¬ 
ing given to an incentive pay plan 
that will provide extra pay to re¬ 
liable collectors. The police dis¬ 
patchers who take telephone com¬ 
plaints maintain a daily log of these 
complaints. A copy of the log is 
forwarded to the Public Works 
Department for followup. Another 
copy is provided to the City Man¬ 
ager for his personal review’.

'Veteran campaigner Richard R. Pilski won his fifth term to 
office by getting a high vote of 946 in last Tuesday’s Greenbelt 
city council election. jKhe Mayor polled 49 more votes than his 
nearest rival, Gil Weidenfeld, who was seeking his second term in 
office. 


Only 6 votes separated the sec¬ 
ond-place winner from the fourth 
-place. Following Weidenfeld by 4 
votes was newcomer Thomas X.

CITY NOTES 

The Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission notified the city 
that they will take up the city’s 
request for denial of a permit to 
construct the. Greenbriar sewage 
treatment plant on Wednesday, 
September 26. 

The city had two pieces of good 
news this past week. First it was 
notified that the state of Maryland 
was contributing $43,350, in open 
space funds. The city expects the 
federal government to contribute 
the additional $43,350 which will 
go toward ballfields, recreation 
center and picnic area at Spring- 
hill Lake. A11 the city expects to 
pay toward the venture is about 
$3,500 for an engineering study. The 
original price the city paid the golf 
course was $87,500. 

The second piece of good news 
was that the city was the re¬ 
cipient of an award from the Pro- 
fesional Grounds Management So¬ 
ciety for the improvement to South¬ 
way Road. The society will present 
the award to the city’s parks su¬ 
pervisor, Mr. Doornekamp at its 
annual conference in Wheeling, 
West Virginia, September 25. 

The general crew patched Spring- 
hill Drive in preparation for re¬ 
surfacing. A load of glass was 
taken to Baltimore. The city re¬ 
ceived $4.55 for 45 M? lbs. of alu¬ 
minum from Reynolds Aluminum. 
Seventeen tons of paper were col¬ 
lected last week, the high number 
being attributed to the fact that 
some paper was not collected dur¬ 
ing the Labor Day holiday, 

A new’ footbridge was installed 
across the golf course at SHL and 
two bleachers were moved at Bra¬ 
den Field so spectators could sit 
during football games. 


All of the top vote gatherers 
pulled over 40% of the vote, thus 
eliminating thevneed for a run-off 
election. O’Sullivan and Bogumill 
also obtained 40% of the vote. 

The 1,934 votes cast represented 
54% of the 3,568 registered voters. 
This was only slightly better than 
the 53% who turned out for the 
1971 city election.

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RHEA COHEN WINS CONTEMPT CASE 
IN MARYLAND APPEALS COURT

It took nine months, expenditures of over $5,000, and the 
fund-raising efforts of many citizen groups, but Greenbelt council- 
woman Rhea L. Cohen finally received vindication last week when 
the Maryland Court of Special Appeals ruled that she was not in 
contempt of court for her part in the Largo sports arena trial. 
The ruling was hailed as a victory for civil liberties and for 
the right to speak critically of a judge in a proceeding, if such 
speech is not disruptive.

The contempt charge had been 
made by Circuit Court Judge Per 
ry G. Bowen at the close of the De 
comber trial when Mrs. Cohen 
asked that the judge disqualify 
himself on the grounds of bias and 
prejudice from a trial challenging 
construction of the 17,500-seat Capi¬ 
tal Centre on 60 acres of parkland 
near Largo. 

Bowen fined Mrs. Cohen $500 and 
sentenced her to three months in 
jail after she had read a statement 
saying that the judge had harassed 
witnesses and suppressed import 
ant information. She was detained 
for three hours in the Sheriffs cus 
tody before being released on bond. 

Appeals Court Decision 

The Appeals Court, in reversing 
Judge Bowen, held that Mrs. Co¬ 
hen had made a good faith motion 
for disqualification and that the 
manner of her delivery was not 
improper. Nor in the opinion of the 
court was the language sufficient to 
constitute an “imminent threat to 
the administration of justice" 

The court relied on two recent 
U. S. Supreme Court decisions 
which held that the due process 
right to be heard necessarily em 
bodies a right to file and plead es 
sential issues. Mrs. Cohen had 
charged that the presiding judge 
had “unfairly prevented the plain¬ 
tiffs from entering into the record 
evidence and testimony essential to 
(their) case" and of “‘willfully ha¬ 
rassing the plaintiffs” by holding 
court late -at night and on the week¬ 
ends. Mrs. Cohen had also charged 
that Judge Bowen had made “an 
outrageous and false statement in 
open court" regarding the rights of 
citizens to take matters to ref eren - 
dum by voters. 

Judge Bowen at the trial took 
exception to these remarks which 
he regarded as “a direct indication 
of contempt for this court." He said 
that her conduct “tends to bring the 
entire judicial system into contempt 
and constitutes a clear and pre¬ 
sent danger to the administration 
of justice." 

The Appeals Court differed. While 
noting that disqualification mo¬ 
tions cannot be made frivolously 
without good faith, the court con¬ 
cluded that the present case did 
not constitute such an instance. 

Mrs Cohen's remarks were made 
after Judge Bowen had solicited 
comments from those in the court 
room at the end of the trial. At no 
time while Mrs Cohen was speak 
mg did the judge caution her that 
she risked a contempt charge. The 
brief filed by her attorneys noted 
that Mrs. Cohen’s tone and de¬ 
meanor in making her statement 
were respectful and courteous and 
that her statements had caused no 
disturbance or other apparent re¬ 
action by the spectators in the 
courtroom. 

Present Status 

Despite the victory, Mrs. .Cohen 
is still in need of about $1,800 to 
meet legal fees The Appeals Court 
ruled that court costs are to be 
paid by Prince Georges Countv, 
but such costs do not embody 
lawyers' fees. The trustees for the 
Rhea Cohen Defense Fund will soon 
be launching another drive for 
funds. Mrs Cohen’s lawyers also 
now need to expunge the criminal 


contempt citation from the FBI re 
cords, which include fingerprinting 
and mug shots. 

Background 

Mrs. Cohen was one of the six 
plaintiffs who sought last Decem¬ 
ber to prevent the use of a portion 
of the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission’s 
parkland for the construction anti 
operation of the Largo sports ar 
ena. The plaintiffs had charged that 
the land had been leased by the 
Planning Board without due con 
sideration of the potential detri 
mental effect of the sports com 
plex upon the environment; that 
the lease was invalid; and that 
the rental to be paid thereunder 
by the partnership operating the 
complex was far below the fail- 
rental value of the property. 

Judge Bowen subsequently ruled 
that the sports arena lease was a 
valid legal document and that 
there was no evidence to show the 
arena would mean a financial loss 
to taxpayers in Prince Georges 
county. This decision cleared the 
way for the construction of the 
Capital Centre, which is expected to 
be completed this fall. 

Successfully representing Mrs. 
Cohen in the case were attorneys 
Stephen H. Sacks. Gregory L.. Reed, 
and Alan Jay Goldstein. 


STEVENSON PROMOTED 

Richard C. Stevenson has been 
appointed to the new position of 
Chief of Park Services at the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission. Stevenson 
had been serving as administrative 
assistant to the Associate Direc¬ 
tor of Parks for the Commission in 
the county. In his new role, Ste¬ 
venson will be responsible for co¬ 
ordinating all park services in the 
county’s 12,000 acres of parklands. 

Former recreation director of 
Greenbelt, he was also Director of 
Parks and Recreation for the new 
city of Columbia and Loudon Coun¬ 
ty, Virginia. 

A 1963 graduate of the Univers¬ 
ity of Maryland with a B.S. degree 
in recreation. Stevenson has also 
attained a M.S. degree in recrea¬ 
tion administration and supervis¬ 
ion and is currently working on a 
Ph.D. He and his wife, Jackie, re¬ 
side in Greenbelt.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT 

On August 13, 1973, the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopt¬ 
ed Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1973-4, and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1973-4 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CONSTI¬ 
TUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A OF 
THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL", SUBTITLE, 
“HOME RULE", TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER BEING SECTION 40 OF ARTICLE 
17 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY REPEALING 
AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SECTION 69 TO PRO¬ 
VIDE THAT ANY OFFICER OR EMPLOYEE WHO HAS A SUB¬ 
STANTIAL FINANCIAL INTEREST IN ANY CONTRACT WITH 
OR SALE TO THE CITY SHALL MAKE KNOWN THAT INTEREST 
AND REFRAIN FROM PARTICIPATING IN THE PURCHASE, TO 
PROVIDE THAT COUNCIL MAY ESTABLISH PROCEDURES FOR 
FILING REPORTS DISCLOSING FINANCIAL INTERESTS OF 
COUNCIL MEMBERS AND THE CITY MANAGER, AND TO PRO¬ 
VIDE FOR FORFEITURE OF OFFICE AND VOIDANCE OF CON¬ 
TRACTS WHEN WILLFUL VIOLATIONS OCCUR. 

The above amendment shall become and be considered a part of 
the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to the terms 
of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and observed as such, 
upon the 2nd day of October, 1973. unless on or before the fortieth day 
after passage, which shall be the 22nd day of September, 1973, there 
shall be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or 
mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by 
twenty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the general 
election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter 
Amendment be submitted to referendum to the voters of the City of 
Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution is posted in 
the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the requirements 
of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland, 
and may be obtained from the City Clerk, 25 Crescent Road, Green¬ 
belt, Maryland, Telephone 474-8000.
